Most of last night’s seven hour® 
session was devoted to wrangling | 
over the method of evaluating and 
advancing teachers under the 
schedule. 

Evaluation System 

This year’s schedule sets up an) 
evaluation system consisting of | 
three reports, one by the teacher | 
and Ytwo by the administrator. | 
Trustee Wolf argued that the) 
system did not give the admin- | 
istration the last word in ad-| 
vancement, 

Decision With Board j 

The board finally ruled that all} 
copies of evaluation reports shall | 
be forwarded to the superintend- | 
ent who, after considering their} 
contents and any other available 
information, will make recom- 
mendations on tenure or hurdles 
accomplishments to the board of | 
trustees. Final decision rests 
with the board. 

President Lowell Bartlett con-| 
tended that this method did not} 
give the teachers’ assurance that | 
promotions will come if they ful-| 
fill all of the requirements neces- 
sary but that they will have to} 
depend upon a final administra- | 
tive decision for advancement. 

In answer to this, Wolf re- 
plied: “We trusted the faculty | 
last year, let them trust us now. 

Wolf stated that the adminis- 
tration must use judgment in 
giving salary raises and tenure.

LONDON, (By Airmail)——The 
three British leaders with whom 
I had personal conversations 
the prime minister, Mr. Attlee; 
the chancellor of the exchequer, 
Sir Stafford Cripps; and the 
food minister, Mr. Strachey—all 
assumed that the Socialist gov- 


ernment is a fairly permanent 
fixture in Britain. None of them 

to me, at least-—-took very 
seriously the startling swing in 
the country council elections, 
‘vhich will be gcing on for some 
weeks still, and whose results 


have astonishedeven the conser- 
vativés. The government con- 
soles itself that partisan politics 
play jess of a role in these local 
elections than in parliamentary 
ones ‘and that, therefore, they 
are not a cause for alarm. 

But a conservative member of 
parliament, a very canny Scot, 
predieted to me that the gov- 
ernmént would be surprised 
when’ the conservatives carried 


all the leading Scottish cities, 
including Glasgow, perennial 
labort stronghold. 

If there is a change, it will 
come largely from the middle 
classes without whom labor 


could, not have carried Britain 
in 1945. Although I saw relative- 
ly little of it myself, friends a:- 
sured me there was a general 


revulsion against the drabness 
of life, the immense amcunt of 
red tape and interference, the 
ever; growing ‘‘non-productive 
anJ parasitic bureaucracy,” and 
the ‘spirit of revenge which, 
they: insist, still colors labor 


policy. Commenting on Sir Staf- 
ford, Cripps’ budget, they say, 
'$t isn’t only that it’s tough; 
Sir Stafford also thinks it’s good 
for cur souls.” Sir Stafford ap- 
pearg a; the savonarola of Brit- 
ish Socialism. 

I asked the prime minister 
the direct question: among So- 
cialist leadership, how much of 
the impetus is idealistic desire 
for reform and how much i; re- 
sentment against the former 
leading classes? 

He’ replied that he thought 
there was far more idealism 
the general desire to better the 
lot of the average man. He 
peinted out that the war—in 
the way all classes had worked 
together in the home guard and 
other home-defense -cervices 
had helped all classes to dis- 
cover and appreciate each other. 
Admitting that an opposition 
party’with a mass base appeals 
to class resentments and tends 
to overpromise,-he remarked 
that ‘th politics “one sometimes 
meeta oneself 





But he emphasized the great 
Christian content in British So- 
cialism, e*pecially fostered by 
the social consciousness of the 
nonconformist churches. 

But the government, whose 
chief appeal has been to the ex- 
pectation of more pay for less 
work, now must appeal for in- 
ereased work and level wages, 
and it is certainly not wholly 
successful either with tne trade 
union council or the rank and 
file—a situation which the Com- 
munists do their best to exploit. 
And complaints from middle- 
clas; people who votéd labor 
four years ago include the gov- 
ernment’s “tendency to level 
everything down” and “a grow- 
ing mediocrity in everything.” 


Yet however confident the 
government may be about the 
domestic situation, its leaders 
are concerned about the external 
situation—especially when they 
look forward to the non-distant 
time when the abncermal post- 
war demand will fall off and 
exporters will have ctronger 
competition, especially from 
America. 

This government, whose lead- 
ers once were blithely anti-im- 
perialistic, has been called on to 
preside over the liquidation of a 
large part of the British empire 
and now know that losing an em- 
pire is not a trifle. 

Mr. Nehru’s recent statement 
that India intends to cut en- 
tirely loose from the British 
crown did not please Downing 
Street or Whitehall. The Social- 
ist leaders believe as firmly as 
Mr. Churchill in the crown as a 
stabilizing and uniting factor, 
within Britain and throughout 
the commonwealth. 

Mr. Attlee remarked to me, in 
almost an echo of Mr. Churchill, 
that the history cf even Buro- 
pean republics—-with the excep- 


tion of Switzerland-—-had been 
stormy, while whatever Asia 
knows of democracy has been 


due to the influénce of the west. 

What they fear in India—if 
fear is not too strong a word— 
is eventual chaos, though they 
admire Mr. Nehru and today 
are grateful for Gandhi's great 
teaching of nonviolence. But it 
is the political, rather than the 
commercial, situation that 
causes concern. British leaders 
are confident they can Hold In- 
dian markets, where there is 
much good will and experience, 
provided the political situation 
is stable and pacific.

If he is a smart puppyvhe 
will stop chewing the articles 
which make him sick. If he is 
a. dumb puppy he will keep on 
munching, and nobody can ride 
sufficient herd on him to stop 
him, The second the guardian's 
back is turned, there is Fido in 
the chieken bones again. 

Yale, for some odd reason 
(maybe they haven't got enough 
work to do in New Haven) would 
like to amass a flock of statis- 
tics. The sncopers would like to 
know if rich kids drink more 
than poor kids, or if the sons of 
teetotallers lush it up more than 
the scions of soaks. The end aim 
is to “aid in the therapy and 
prevention of alcoholism by 
identifying factcrs associated 
by excessive drinking in youth.”

Most 
of them léarned to hold the 
stuff and to treat it as an every- 
day ccmmodity instead of a sin. 
If there was psychic compulsion 
I don’t recall it.
